Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 1-19 and 25-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art known to the Examiner is listed on the attached PTO 892 form. None of the cited 
references or combinations thereof disclose or suggest an apparatus for the deposition 
of thin film material comprising at least one gas inlet adjacent the dense filament for 
introducing at least one gas into the evacuated confinement cup through the inlet; and 
at least one gas inlet spaced apart from the dense filament for introducing at least one 
gas into the evacuated confinement cup through the inlet as required by the presently 
claimed invention. Therefore, Claims 11-19 and 25-29 are allowable over the cited prior 
art.
